IMPORTANT 1867 PATTERN CENT IN NICKEL, 
JUDD-552, R.8 





1867 Pattern Cent Judd-552, Pollock-614, R.8. PCGS graded AU-58. 
Both the obverse and reverse feature the dies that were used for regular issue 
1867 cents. Struck in nickel with a plain edge. An exceedingly rare pattern 
cent (possibly unique), this is the only example thus far graded by either ser- 
vice. Only slight rubbing shows on the highest points. Perhaps this resulted 
from a test of the wearing characteristics of nickel on a small cent. Housed in 
an early PCGS holder with a green insert. Pattern collectors will pay close 
attention to this important offering. (#60762) 


FINEST KNOWN 1873 PATTERN DIME IN COPPER, 


JUDD-1268 





1873 Pattern Dime Judd-1268, Pollock-1410, High R.7. PCGS graded 
Proof 65 Red. The obverse and reverse feature the same designs that were 
used on regular issue 1873 Closed 3 No Arrows dimes. Struck in copper with 
a reeded edge. A carefully preserved specimen with deep, rich cherry-red 
color blanketing each side. There are no mentionable marks or spots. A con- 
ditionally rare pattern dime. This is the single finest (and only) Judd-1268 
thus far certified by PCGS (11/06). Housed in an early, green label PCGS

COLLECTIBLE 1858 PATTERN CENT IN COPPER- 
NICKEL, JUDD-192 





1858 Pattern Cent, Judd-192, Pollock-235, R.5. NGC graded Proof 64. 
The obverse utilizes the same die as was used to coin 1858 Flying Eagle cents; 
the reverse features ONE CENT within an oak wreath. An olive sprig and a 
group of three arrows are bound at the base of the wreath. Struck in copper- 
nickel with a plain edge. Hints of dusky-rose and gold accent the otherwise 


dove-gray surfaces. Well defined throughout. (#11842) 








RARE GEM PROOF 
1863 PATTERN HALF DIME IN ALUMINUM 





1863 Pattern Half Dime, Judd-324. Pollock-389 R.7. NGC graded Proof 
65. Struck utilizing the same obverse and reverse dies as were used on regu- 
lar issue 1863 half dimes. Struck in aluminum with a reeded edge. A fully 
brilliant, untoned coin with lightly frosted devices, resembling a cameo 
effect, although this is not noted on the NGC holder. Sharply defined with 
no unsightly spots,as are often seen on aluminum patterns, a few scattered 
hairlines are visible in the obverse filed that limit the grade. This is the single 
finest certified example at NGC (11/06). (#60481) 


RARE 1867 PATTERN FIVE DOLLAR IN COPPER, 
JUDD-599 





1867 Pattern Half Eagle, Judd-599, Pollock-665, High R. 7. NGC grad- 
ed Proof 64 Red & Brown. The obverse and reverse feature the design as 
was used on regular issue 1867 gold half eagles. Struck in copper with a reed- 
ed edge. The surfaces have toned down to a medium tan-brown color with 
accents of cobalt-blue at certain light angles. Abundant amounts of original 
red color are still in evidence, especially on the reverse. Minor spotting is 
noted on the obverse, perhaps this being the grade-limiting factor. A rare 
opportunity for the pattern specialist. Census: 1 in 64, none finer (11/06).

RARE 1868 PATTERN THREE CENT NICKEL, JUDD-615 





1868 Pattern Three Cent Nickel, Thick Planchet, Judd-615, Pollock- 
680, R.5. PCGS graded Proof 61. Similar in design to the regular issue 
three cent nickel, but with the wreath resembling that seen on the three dol- 
lar gold piece. Struck in nickel with a plain edge. Pronounced deep reddish- 
gray color accents each side. The luster is too subdued for a finer grade. 
Housed in an early PCGS holder with a green insert. Population: | in 61,

IN ALUMINUM 





1869 Pattern Dime, Judd-712, Pollock-791, High R.7. PCGS graded 
Proof 64. Liberty faces right and wears a headband with a star at the top. The 
reverse exhibits an oak and laurel wreath with STANDARD SILVER above, 
10 CENTS within, and the date below. Struck in aluminum with a reeded 
edge. A popular web site, Uspatterns.com states that “less than a half dozen 
are known” of this issue. Housed in an older PCGS holder with a green 
insert. Population 2 in 64, none are finer (11/06). (#60937) 


EXTREMELY RARE 1872 PATTERN EAGLE IN COPPER, 


JUDD-1248, R.8 





1872 Pattern Eagle, Judd-1248, Pollock-1390, R.8. NGC graded Proof 
64 Brown. The obverse and reverse feature regular issue dies as were used for 
the Coronet eagle. Struck in copper with a reeded edge. Close examination 
with a loupe reveals an area of microscopic planchet roughness in the right 
obverse field. Cordovan-brown patina reflects shades of emerald-green and 
crimson-red as the coin is turned under a light. Fully and completely struck, 
with an appealing appearance. For the pattern specialist, this opportunity 
cannot be taken lightly, as once this specimen is sold it may not appear again 
for years. This is the only Judd-1248 that NGC has graded, a single Proof 62 
has been seen at PCGS (11/06). A beautiful example that is worthy of a

FINEST GRADED 1873 PATTERN QUARTER IN 
ALUMINUM, JUDD-1271 





1873 Pattern Quarter Dollar, Judd-1271, Pollock-1413, R.7. PCGS 
graded Proof 65. The obverse and reverse design is the same as was used to 
coin regular issue Closed 3, No Arrows 1873 quarters. Struck in aluminum 
with a reeded edge. This example is fully struck, with snow-white surfaces 
that are free from any handling marks. A small, diagnostic die crack extends 
from the eagle’s left (facing) wing into the shield. The only specimen of this 
variety to be graded by either service. Housed in an early PCGS holder with 
a green insert. (#61556) 
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1879 PATTERN METRIC DOLLAR, JUDD-1617, 
POLLOCK-1813, R.4 





1879 Pattern Metric Dollar, Judd-1617, Pollock-1813, R.4. NGC grad- 
ed Proof 62. Designed by William Barber with a large head of Liberty fac- 
ing left, wearing a coronet inscribed with LIBERTY. E PLURIBUS UNUM 
is above the portrait, and the date is below. The reverse shows the composi- 
tion of the metric alloy in three lines with the weight below, surrounded by 
an elaborate wreath of corn and cotton. DEO EST GLORIA is above. 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA and ONE DOLLAR are seen at the 
periphery. Struck in goloid alloy with a reeded edge. The brilliant, untoned 
surfaces exhibit some minor marks and numerous scattered hairlines that 


combine to limit the grade. (#61995) 


EXCEPTIONALLY RARE 1890 INDIAN CENT PATTERN, 


1890 Pattern Cent, Judd-1757, R.8. PCGS graded Proof 62 Brown. 
Appearing to be a regular issue 1890 Indian cent, this piece differs by its ele- 
mental content. Instead of weighing a normal 3.11 grams, this Judd-1757 
weighs in at 4.40 grams. Struck in copper with a plain edge. Razor sharp with 
deep brick-reddish-brown surfaces. Not listed in Pollock. Population: 1 in 
PR62 Brown, none are finer (11/06). (#62205)

VERY RARE 1909 ROBERT FULTON

1909 Robert Fulton So-Called Dollar in Gold. ANACS graded MS-64. 
HK-375. A very rare issue in gold, it is noted in the Hibbler-Kappen book 
that less than 75 were struck. The obverse features a portrait (right) of Robert 
Fulton with 1809-1909 below. The reverse depicts a paddle wheel steamship 
with sails. The legend THE CLERMONT / H / ONE TRIP surrounds the 
ship. Brilliant yellow-golden surfaces with tinges of red. Ex: The Kryfko Col- 
lection.

13 1851-D. NGC graded MS-62. The 1851-D is a scarce issue with only 9,882 
pieces struck, however, it is the second most frequently encountered D-mint 
Type One gold dollar. This example exhibits a later state of the dies with a 
reverse die crack forming a large L from the rim above the E in STATES 
downward, then right to the rim right of the I in AMERICA. This is one of 
several dozen Uncirculated pieces known. Sharply struck, except in the cen- 
ter of the reverse, the lustrous surfaces show a significant overlay of reddish 
patina. Census: 24 in 62, 10 are finer (10/06). (#7515) Ex: The Arthur H.

DESIRABLE GEM BU 1853 GOLD DOLLAR 


14 1853. PCGS graded MS-65. Very well struck with fully frosted surfaces and 
no mentionable distractions. Minor striking softness is noted on several of 
the stars, the remainder of the detail is sharp. Highly desirable as a type coin. 
Housed in a first generation PCGS holder. (#7521) Ex: The Keystone Collec- 
tion. 


NEAR-GEM 1853 GOLD DOLLAR, MS64 PCGS 





15 1853. PCGS graded MS-64. A near-Gem specimen that must have just 
missed attaining a higher grade. There are some very light chatter marks on 
the cheek, but otherwise, this is an exceptionally attractive example. (#7521)

CONDITIONALLY RARE GEM BU 
1854 TYPE TWO GOLD DOLLAR 





1854. NGC graded MS-65. An outstanding example of the Type Two gold 
dollar. Shimmering, frosty luster rolls across both sides, and the strike is well 
above average as evidenced by the detail in Liberty’s hair and on the digits of 
the date. There are no surface abrasions worthy of mention, but the presence 
of die clashing on each side is virtually diagnostic for the type. Census: 28 in 
65, 11 are finer (11/06). 


The Type Two gold dollar was struck between 1854 and 1856 and does not 
represent a great rarity in, and of itself, despite the brevity of the series and 
relatively low mintages. However, collector demand has always driven the 
prices and Gem examples such as this are in high demand and worthy of the 
finest collections. (#7531)

BRILLIANT UNCIRCULATED 1854 TYPE TWO 
GOLD DOLLAR 


1854 Type Two. NGC graded MS-61. Quite an appealing coin for the near- 
basal Uncirculated grade level, both sides exhibit pleasing medium gold color 
and above average striking detail for the Type Two design. Typically abraded 
for the grade, yet free of singularly mentionable contact marks. (#7531) Ex: 
The Arthur H. and Isabel Rashmajian Collection. 


CHOICE AU 1857-C GOLD DOLLAR 


1857-C. NGC graded AU-55. The change from the Type Two to the Type 
Three design was intended to enable better striking quality and to improve 
the quality of one dollar gold coins. As successful as it may have been in the 
other mints, the design change, unfortunately, did not produce better quali- 
ty coinage at Charlotte. Striking quality in 1857 was just as poor as it had 
been earlier, if not worse. This piece, however, is especially well defined for 
the date with only slight softness on the highpoints of the hair on the obverse 
and the 8 in the date on the opposite side. A few abrasions are scattered 
about, but none really merit individual mention. The surfaces have bright 
yellow-gold color with portions of satiny luster still in evidence in the more 
protected areas. About 20 degrees of counterclockwise die rotation is also 
noted. (#7545) Ex: The Arthur H. and Isabel Rashmajian Collection. 





BRILLIANT UNCIRCULATED 1872 GOLD DOLLAR 


1872. PCGS graded MS-61. Bright, reflective golden luster shows on this 
low mintage (3,500 pieces) issue. Several scratches are seen in the right 
obverse field that serve to limit the grade. (#7572) 
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PREMIUM GEM BU 1888 GOLD DOLLAR 





1888. PCGS graded MS-66. Very frosted in appearance, this wonderfully 
preserved example displays a pleasing lemon-gold brilliance. In this lofty state 
of preservation, it is a scarce and highly sought after issue. Mintage of only 
16,580 pieces. (#7589) Ex: The Brothers Collection.

REMARKABLE 1885 GEM CAMEO PROOF 
GOLD DOLLAR 





1885. NGC graded Proof 65 Cameo. Production of proof gold dollars 
spooled up to 1,105 pieces in 1885, a record high for this denomination. 
This issue is considered the most readily available proof gold dollar, and it is 
estimated that about 125 examples currently survive at all levels of preserva- 
tion. Both sides are mostly brilliant with only the slightest mentionable apri- 
cot-colored patina. The proof qualities are evident at even the most casual 
glance with sharply struck, frosty devices and highly reflective fields yielding 
a pronounced cameo contrast. With smooth features overall, this coin is a no- 
questions Gem. For future identification purposes, a single tiny planchet void 
is seen in the reverse field above the AR of DOLLAR. (#87635)

HIGHLY ELUSIVE 1832 QUARTER EAGLE, AU58 PCGS 








1832 $2.50 Capped Head. PCGS graded AU-58. Bass-3029, Breen-6135, 
R.4. Minimally bagmarked with deep copper-red patina at the borders that 
is slightly more pronounced on the reverse. This example is generally well 
struck, with only minor softness on the hair curl by Liberty's temple, and at 
the center of the reverse. A fully original example and of one of the most dif- 
ficult of all U.S. gold type coins. Population: 9 in 58, 11 finer (11/06).

1843-C Large Date, Plain 4. ANACS graded Details of EF-40 Cleaned. 
This die pairing lightly repunched date and mintmark and is the only for the 
‘43-C Large Date. Moderate softness shows on the obverse, the eagle is poor- 
ly detailed. Noticeably cleaned at one time. (#7728) Ex: The Kryfko Collection. 
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CONDITIONALLY RARE UNCIRCULATED 
1851-C QUARTER EAGLE 


1851-C. NGC graded MS-61. A moderate amount of 14,923 1851-C quar- 
ter eagles were coined at Charlotte. According to Douglas Winter, in terms 
of overall rarity, this issue ranks 12th out of the 20 quarter eagles that were 
struck there. However, in AU and Mint State grades, a ‘51-C quarter eagle 
should be considered rarer than a similarly graded 1840-C, 1843-C Large 
Date, 1850-C, and 1856-C. 





This example presents a bright green-golden finish amid crisply defined 
devices. Many “51-C quarter eagles exhibit areas of pronounced weakness. A 
few light abrasions are visible under close examination but are considered 
minimal for the assigned grade. An important opportunity for the Southern 
gold specialist. Census: 8 in 61, just 2 are finer (11/06). (#7760) Ex: The 
Kryfko Collection. 


1856-C QUARTER EAGLE WITH XF DETAILS 


1856-C. ANACS graded Details of EF-40 Cleaned. There is no doubt that 
this coin has been cleaned, however, it retains the barest traces of luster in 
selected recesses with light yellow surfaces. Each side presents a slightly 
rough, slightly porous appearance, however, the design elements are some- 
what sharper than usually seen. (#7778) 


1858. NGC graded AU-55. A sharply struck and impressive representative 
with extensive bright luster. Only 47,377 pieces were struck. (#7786) Ex: 
The W.M. Rosene and Walter Rosene Jr. Collection. 


1878. ANACS graded AU-58. Bright yellow-golden surfaces with only the 
lightest rubbing on the highest points. Minor strike weakness is noted on 
some of the eagle's feathers. (#7828) 


1906. ANACS graded Details of AU-58 Rim Filed. Minor smoothing is 
noted on the rim. An affordable type coin representative. (#7858) Ex: The 
Kryfko Collection. 


Lot of Three $2.50 Liberty Head Gold. Included are: 1878-S AU53 
ANACS; 1900 MS61 ANACS; and a 1903 Cleaned AUS3 Details ANACS.

1889. NGC graded Proof 65 Ultra Cameo. Only 48 1889 quarter eagle 
proofs were originally struck for gold collectors. Taglione estimates that fewer 
than 30 examples are currently known, five of which have remained in the 
same Northern estate since the turn of the 20th century. He also states that 
the 1889 is “not more rare in absolute terms than the 1881 or 1885 Proofs.” 
Akers somewhat disputes this saying he has seen fewer 1889 proofs than 
1881 or 1885 dated coins. 


This coin is very deeply mirrored and boasts bright lemon-gold color. The 
obverse devices show moderate frost but, on the reverse, exceptionally strong 
field-to-device contrast is noted. A lovely, problem-free example of this rarely 
encountered issue. Census: 1 in 65 Ultra Cameo, none are finer (11/06).

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CHOICE PROOF 1902 LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLE 





1902. NGC graded Proof 64. One of only 193 proof quarter eagles mint- 
ed, and the first year of the non-contrasting method of striking proofs. This 
piece shows semi-brilliant devices that shine with the same intensity as the 
surrounding fields. Both sides are a bright yellow-golden color. Hairlines are 
very limited, and are of minimal distraction. A couple of minor contact 
marks are noted on Liberty's cheek and neck that can be used as future pedi- 
gree identifiers. (#7928) 


PREMIUM GEM 1907 CAMEO PROOF QUARTER EAGLE 
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1907. NGC graded Proof 66 Cameo. Only 154 proofs were struck of this 
final year of issue in the Liberty quarter eagle series. About half (75 or so) of 
these are believed to have survived over the years. This is a fully detailed, 
highly reflective proof that, unlike many of the specimens minted after 1901, 
exhibits a pronounced two-toned cameo appearance as is designated on the 
NGC holder. The surfaces display splendid yellow-gold and subtle reddish 
accents that enhance the overall eye appeal. The fields are void of visible dis- 
tracting hairlines or marks of any kind. An elusive opportunity for the proof 
gold specialist. (#87933)

35 1908. PCGS graded MS-64. Always popular as a first year issue with rich 
orange-golden patina. Well defined, save for the typical top point of the 
eagle's wing on the reverse. An area of brilliant steel-gray discoloration is seen 
under the Indian’s bust to the first digit of the date. Some lateral marks 
appear within this area. (#7939) 





36 1908. NGC graded MS-63. Nicely lustrous with typical minor weakness on 
the eagle’s wing tip. Always a popular first year issue. (#7939)

The 
lower denomination gold coins became useful in local commerce, and they typically circulated until well worn. Since virtually no collectors set pieces aside at that 
time, it is not surprising that only six pieces have been certified as Mint State by NGC and PCGS combined, none above MS61. The present example is fully 
Uncirculated, and the gleaming luster is partially reflective. Striking softness shows on the curl below the ear and on the eagle’s neck. A cluster of marks is seen 
on Liberty's lower jaw that limit the grade, but the piece is generally clean for this conditionally rare date gold coin.

1862. PCGS graded Proof 64 Cameo. The 1862 proof half eagle is a coin that is rare in both coining formats, not only as a proof, but also as a business strike. 
Its rarity is unchallenged as a proof as only 35 pieces were struck for collectors. In the 1982 Eliasberg catalog, Bowers stated that "only a dozen or so can be 
traced," and Breen (1988) estimated that "fewer than 12 are traceable." We believe that about 8-10 collectible pieces, may actually exist today, excluding perma- 
nently impounded museum specimens. 


Proofs were struck on February 16, 1862, and this piece, as with all proof 1862 fives, shows a diagnostic dot near the center of the shield. It has two pedigree 
identifiers: an alloy spot is located in the left obverse field just to the left of Liberty's chin, another spot is seen at the center of her neck under the hair curl. Just 
a few hairlines show in the fields that retain a deeply reflective appearance. The devices display rich mint frost giving the coin a pronounced cameo effect. Cur- 
rently (12/06), PCGS has graded two PR64 Cameo specimens along with two non-Cameo examples, a total of seven pieces have been seen at NGC. Some of 
these are likely resubmissions.

1911. NGC graded Proof 66. In 1911, it was decided to switch back to the original matte proofing process, that was used in 1908. There had been a public 
outcry from numismatists complaining that the two prior year’s Roman finish coins too closely resembled business strikes. The matte proofs of 1911, however, 
did not exactly duplicate the 1908 process which had a course-grain, khaki-green finish. The 1911s exhibited a slightly lighter color and more of a fine-grain tex- 
ture. The official mintage for proofs of this year was 100 coins, however, only a handful have survived. The public was never as enthusiastic about matte proofs 
and, as a result, few were ordered and even fewer survive today. Estimates of survivors for this date range from a low of 12-15 to as high as 25-30 coins in all 


grades. 


This piece shows thousands of tiny sparkling facets under magnification and the basic color is a mixture of mustard and olive-green. The surfaces are smooth with 
some lightning of color on Liberty's belly and some of the feather tips on the eagle. One tiny contact mark is on the left (facing) fold of Liberty's gown, this being 
mentioned only for pedigree purposes.

struck throughout as expected. One microscopic indentation is mentioned on Liberty's left (facing) leg above her knee, this being noted solely for pedigree pur- 
poses.

1652 Pine Tree Shilling Large Planchet, Pellets. NGC graded AU-58. 

This is an extremely 
popular die pairing that is coveted by most numismatists as it captures the 
classic look of Massachusetts silver coinage with the large, well made, and 
smooth planchets. These coins were apparently struck on the rocker press 
used for the Oak Tree issues, and therefore the planchets show the familiar 
“S” shaped bend in the flan. The coins were struck on thin strips of silver, 
then hand cut by a worker using shears which often created uneven edges. 
On the present coin, the cutting was clearly above average with an even 
appearance overall. The obverse is struck slightly off-center toward the 6 
o'clock position as is nearly always encountered. Attractive dark and steel- 
gray toning, with excellent surfaces that reveal few signs of circulation and no 
significant disturbances. A very desirable Pine Tree Shilling that any collector

1776 CONTINENTAL DOLLAR ‘CURENCY’ 





1776 Continental Dollar CURENCY Pewter. PCGS graded AU-58. 
Breen-1089; Crosby Pl. VIII, 15; Newman 1-C. The incorrect spelling of 
CURENCY on the obverse was most likely caused by spacing problems 
when the die was initially engraved. Although numismatists (and PCGS) 
have long since referred to examples of this variety as having been struck on 
pewter planchets, Breen (1988) notes that the planchet is actually tin with 
less than 5% of trace elements. The Continental Congress had wanted to 
produce silver coins during the American Revolution to provide backing for 
the then-current Continental Currency, but the hoped-for shipment of silver 
bullion did not arrive from France and the project was subsequently aban- 
doned. All that remained of the plan are examples such as the present near- 
mint survivor which are often referred to as patterns. This is a problem-free 
coin for the grade with bright, silver-gray surfaces and sharp definition in vir- 
tually all areas. A few minor abrasions are evident in the fields, however these 
hardly detract.

Breen-1095; Newman 3-D, 
Hodder 3-B, R.3. Ex: Buss Collection. The American Continental Congress anticipated a loan of sil- 
ver for coinage from their friends in France, and hence, unknown intermediaries contacted New Jersey 
engraver Elisha Gallaudet to make dies, employing his popular renderings of the sundial and chain with 
each state engraved one to a link. Coinage began in secret, pending the hoped for loan of silver from 
France, these were struck primarily in tin, a few in brass, copper and even a silver example or two are 
known. As a new nation, the United States needed to exercise its sovereign right to coin money, and 
further it was hoped that these coins would help prop up the rapidly deflating Continental Currency 
then in circulation. In theory, the Continental notes would then be redeemable in silver coin, support- 
ing the notes stated value. Many tin (pewter) coins circulated, and their popularity remained high with 
the date 1776 emblazoned on the obverse, and the strong chain of the 13 original colonies linked on 
the reverse, with the bold statement WE ARE ONE at the center. The design elements had been 
sketched by Benjamin Franklin, and were seen on a few Continental currency notes attributed to Elisha 
Gallaudet. These notes were clearly copied from the coin design, and misspellings of CURRENCY are 
seen on both the notes as well as a few of the coins. Unfortunately for the Continental Congress’ lofty 
plans, the silver bullion from France failed to materialize, the fractional currency depreciated, and the 
pattern pieces were destined to survive as testimony to the failure of America's first bid for economic 
independence and prestige. 


The true denomination is not known, although they are approximately the size of later dollars, and 
hence that name has stuck. Perhaps they were meant to be Pence, or something closer to a cent in cir- 
culating value when struck in tin. Highly popular with collectors, the design elements employ the 
medieval symbols of the sun with face (God or time personified), while the sundial with FUGIO refers 
to time or the sun which is fleeing, so one must use time or daylight hours, wisely. The motto, MIND 
YOUR BUSINESS means just that. On the reverse, each state is noted or abbreviated on a chain link, 
thirteen of which encircle the reverse, with the center circle surrounded by glory rays with AMERICAN 
CONGRESS surrounding WE ARE ONE at the very center. The original dies were modified from 
beaded links (2 examples known in brass), and this variety is thought to have been the first large group 
struck. Most now show evidence of circulation. The currently offered piece also exhibits the added 
phrase EG FECIT on the obverse just below the sundial depiction. An embellished substitute for the 
designer's initials, this Latin phrase is translated as 'E(lisha) G(allaudet) made it.’ 


For more than the last century, these were thought to have been struck in pewter, but they are actual- 
ly tin, although similar, but not quite the same alloys.

Die Alignment I. The Mint ceased striking 
silver dollars in 1803. Although the denomination was the flagship silver monetary unit in U.S. coinage, demand for it came mostly from bullion depositors, and 
few dollar coins actually circulated in the beginning of the 19th century. Much of each year’s mintage was either melted domestically or exported. 


By the 1820s and “30s however, two successive Mint directors, Samuel Moore and Robert M. Patterson, had advocated reviving dollar coinage. Although Moore 
obtained authorization to do so in 1831, it wasn't until Patterson replaced him in 1835 that preparations finally got under way. Not since the 1792 half dismes 
were struck had so many Mint and other government officials taken such a keen interest in the production of a new coin. Mint Director Patterson, ambitious to 
make an artistic statement, hired artist Thomas Sully to make sketches of a full figure of Liberty—along the lines of the allegorical figure Britannia seen on Eng- 
lish coins. Patterson retained noted painter Titian Peale to fashion the eagle for the reverse and instructed newly hired Second Engraver Christian Gobrecht to 
translate the designs to metal. Gobrecht’s design was a composite of both Peale’s and Sully’s works, as well as his own ideas. It was a masterful work and received 
immediate acclaim. President Jackson and his Cabinet reviewed Gobrecht’s sketches on October 17, 1835 and were favorably impressed. 


The final design featured the figure of Liberty seated on a rock, draped in a loose-fitting gown-suggesting statuary from Hellenistic Greece. She is looking over 
her right shoulder, her right arm supporting the Union shield. Her left arm holds a long pole with a Liberty cap on top. The entire central device stands alone 
on the obverse with no stars or lettered devices, only the date below, giving the coin a medallic quality, with Liberty a solitary, cameo figure. A naturalistic eagle 
in flight adorns the reverse, the bird rising “onward and upward” as Patterson ordered, a position intended to symbolize the unbounded optimism that Ameri- 
cans had for the nation’s future. The eagle flies amid a field of 26 large and small stars, representing the thirteen original states and the thirteen admitted to the 
Union since 1789 (anticipating Michigan's entry). By November, 1836 all was ready for trial strikings in silver. A small number (presumably 18 pieces) of the 
new dollars were distributed in Philadelphia. Reaction was almost universally positive, with one exception. Patterson had ordered Gobrecht to place his name on 
the new coin. He did so by inscribing C. GOBRECHT F. in small letters in the field beneath the figure of Liberty—the ‘F.’ standing for FECIT, Latin for “I made 
it.” Gobrecht was subsequently criticized and vilified in the local press. Patterson solved the problem by having Gobrecht move his name to the base of the fig- 
ure of Liberty, visible only if one looks carefully at the coin. Regular production of Gobrecht dollars began sometime in December of 1836. The 1,000 regular 
issue dollars of 1836 were struck at the old 1792 standard fineness of .8924. The same date was used for the 600 coins minted in March, 1837, but these pieces 
were produced from planchets .900 fine-as authorized by the Mint Act of 1837. So close in weight, the two issues are easily differentiated by alignment: the 1837 
dollars have a medallic alignment—the obverse and reverse are aligned on a vertical axis, while the 1836 coins have a horizontal, or coin, alignment. All original 
dollars dated 1836 will show the eagle flying “onward and upward,” while the restrikes made in the 1850s and ‘60s will have the eagle flying horizontally. The 
approximately 25 coins made in 1838 are considered to be patterns, with thirteen stars around the periphery of the obverse replacing the stars on the reverse fields. 
Only 300 dollars were struck in 1839 with Gobrecht's design, and all were intended for circulation. These coins, like the 1838 patterns, have reeded edges. 


Throughout the 19th century Gobrecht dollars were very popular with collectors. In the late 1850s, demand far exceeded the available supply. Mint Director 
James Ross Snowden, desirous of expanding the Mints collection of coins during his tenure, decided to take advantage of this situation. Funds were not available 
for outright purchase of coins, so Snowden used Mint dies to create numismatic curiosities such as the Class II and Class III 1804 dollars, “transitional” half dimes 
and dimes, and Gobrecht dollar restrikes. He would then trade these restrikes and fantasy coins to local collectors for rare coins lacking in the Mint collection. 
These restrikes were made from 1858 through the summer of 1860 and again in 1867-68. Actual numbers made are unknown, but it is estimated that the total 
number of restrikes may exceed the original mintage. 


All Gobrecht dollars were struck in the Philadelphia Mint and have a proof finish, even the regular circulation issues of 1836 and 1837. This is a unique phe- 
nomenon in U.S. numismatics—the only series of coins intended for circulation struck as proofs. Traditionally given the status of regular issue coins, Gobrecht 
dollars are actively pursued by type collectors. The most commonly encountered issue is the plain edge 1836-dated restrike with name on base and starry reverse. 
These restrikes comprise more than two-thirds of the Gobrecht dollars offered at auction in recent years, and they exist in a wide range of grades from heavily 


circulated and impaired to (rare) Gem conditions. 


This coin is sharply stuck with excellent detail on all the devices. A few hairlines are evident, but no significant marks are worthy of specific mention. This coin 
has attractive watery proof surfaces with deep mirrors and original cobalt-blue toning. The combined PCGS and NGC population data (11/06) shows only 15 
Judd-60 coins (including originals and restrikes) in grades of PRO4 or higher, with just 1 example finer, that being a Proof 65 at PCGS. (#11225) Ex: The Arthur

ing to Don Medcalf and Ronald Russell in their 1991 reference book Hawai- 
ian Money. Both 1 Real and Half Real tokens were issued as payment to 
workers, and were struck from copper by a plantation blacksmith. This piece 
has dark brown color in the recesses and light tan color on the highpoints. 
Well centered and boldly defined, some minor corrosion is noted on the 
reverse.

1863 Coronet Head Civil War Token. Fuld: 34 obverse / 276 reverse, R.8.
